Therefore, in justice to all, I have de- 
cided to raise the quarantine, but 
have instructed all our tnspectors to 
make a thorough inspection of every 
car of potatoes that cumes into Cali- 
fornia.”

CHORTSTOP IS 
SHARD POSITION. 


MODERN BASEBALL MAKES IT 
VERY TRYING PLACE, 


All Fans Realize It Is Most Vital 
Spot on the Team, for in Addition 
to Handling Sizzling Grounders 
Player Must Get Catcher’s Signals 
for Other Men on the Team, 


. The question often is asked by base- 

ball fans, which is the hardest posl- 
tion on the infield? Because it is 
wholly a matter of opinion it never 
has been answered to the satisfaction 
of everybody. It never will be, for 
argument and discussion are endless 
in baseball and the game thrives on 
them. 

Third base used to be considered 
the toughest position to play success- 
fully, and this belief was strength- 
ened by the difficulty of obtaining 
good third basemen. In late years, 
however, the majority of the players 
who are not personally prejudiced in 
favor of their own positions will tell 
you that shortstop is the most diffi- 
cult spot to fill in the infield. & 
Barney Dreyfuss, president and 
owner of the Pittsburgh club, is of 
the opinion that a manager who has 
a star shortstop and center fielder 
has the best possible foundation for 
a championship team. He believes it 
is easier to build up a strong defense 
if those two positions are well filled 
than it is to construct a winning team 
around any other two stars. His opin- 
ion te shared by many men whose 
business has been to bulld up ball 
teams. 

TAKES MUCH PART IN PLAY. 

It always has been necessary for a 
man playing short to be able to go 
far after ground balis either to his 
cight or his left. He must be able to 
go to the right far enough after hits 
which are too fast for the third base- 
man to get in front of, and he must 
have the speed to meet the second 
baseman half way in taking balls that 
ate hit over or close to second base 
ton fast to be reached. 

The shortstop must be able to come 
in fast on a ball hit slowly past the 
pitcher or one bounding slowly out 
of reach over the pitcher’s head. He 
must possess, above all things, a 
strong throwing arm and an accurate 
aim, of course. Without the strong 
arm the shortstop must play close to 
the piate, for a man who has a weak 
arm or cannot get the ball away 
quickly will find the fast runners 
beating the ball to first whenever a 
grounder is fielded from back on the 
graas. 

MUST BE GOOD ON FLIES. 

To play short successfuly a man 
must be good on tall files, for he is 
In position to get more of them than 
the third baseman and has a wide fleld 
of territory to cover between the third 
baseman and the left flelder on these 
hits near the left-fleld foul 
ine 

Besides all this, the shortstop has 
to cover second base on attempted 
steals at least half the time when a 
runner is on first, and, as a rule, he 
has farther to go and a poorer line on 
the ball as it comes to him than the 
second bas@¢man has. When there isa 
runner on second the shortstop is ex- 
pected: to hold him as close to that 
bag as possible, so as to keep him from 
scoring on a single and give the out- 
fielder a’ better chance to throw the 
runner out at the plate if he tries to 
go home on a hit. 

It is-no easy task to keep one eve on 
the pitcher to see when he is going to 
deliver the ball, and another on the 
runner to watch how far he is leading 
off second, and at the same _ time 
watch for the catcher’s signal so that 


the will know what kind of a ball is 
igoing to be pitched. 


All this and 
more the shortstop must do ina 
successful major league team. 

GIVES SIGNALS TO PLAYERS. 


In those teams which play the most 


| up-to-date baseball the shortstop is 


expected not only to get the catcher’s 
signal himself, but to repeat it by 
some slight motion so that the in- 
fielders and the outfielders as well will 
know whether the pitcher intends to 
deliver a curve or a fast ball. 

There are other signs for which the 
shortstop must watch. Whenever

Rake and Hoe Play Part in 
Christmas Cheer. 


Grade Principal Solves the 
Manual Problem. 


Lawyer Gives Land for Use 
of Agriculturists. 


One of he hardest problems that 
the American school teacher has to 
solve is what to do with the city boy 
who possesses a strong @isiike for 
manual training in any of its present 
forme. 

George FE. Larkey, principal of 
the Seventh-street school, believes he 
has solved the problem and his s0- 
lution is so natural a thing and yet 
so excellent that every school teach- 
er in the land will be surprised that 
hundreds of them have not pwt it to 
work long ago. Principal Larkey 
hes simply taken the boy with no 
tasté for tools and without a con- 
structive bent: and has put him at 
gardening in the sunlight. 

As far as the scheme has gone the 
agricultural activities of the young 
ranchmen on Bast Seventh street 
have been confined to the school 
yard. It is not a large tract, but 


the youngsters have entered the 
plan with such enthusiasm that ahey 
have made it a spot of both beauty 
fand profit. This spring, however, 
they are to have a remarkble gar- 


den with space enough to work won- |. 


ders with nature’s aid. 

Henry W. O’Melveney has taken 
a keen interest In the development 
of the idea and wants the juvenile 
farmers to have every possible chance 
to learn something practical about 
sol] and fits productions. He has of- 
fered Principal Larkey an acre and 
a half of ground close to the school 
for his experimental farm and the 
latter has accepted the proposition. 

When the boys of the higher 
grades learned that they wefe to 
have this land they left the school- 
house for the holidays with whoops 
of joy. Kris Kringle could not have 
dohe them a better turn than to have 
left this farm in their stockings. 

Already they have many plans. for 
its development. One of the most 
interesting is the manner in which 
they propose to divide it into syuares 
of 40 feet each with tiny streets in- 
tersecting every square. These 
streets are to be named after the 
streets of Los Angeles and as far as 
the land will go it will be employed 
to reproduce the city. | 
Principal Larkey yesterday called 
at the City Hall and secured a map 
of Los Angeles to be used in the 
‘plans and specifications for the en- 
terprise of his. pupfis. 

Farming on a somewhat elabcrate 
scale has been to the 
country boys of the South and Mid- 
G@le West. The boys have been or- 
ganized into an immense corn club 
and each member qualifies by put- 
ting In an acre of ground {n corn. 
It is understood that the parents of 
these boys are to allow them to ap- 
ply the money received the 
sala of their corn to their educs- 
tional expenses. , 

Several of the boys last year paid 
for all their own clothing and for 
their schoo! books fn this way. The 
boy whose acre produced the largest 
amourmt of corn received a big cash 
prize and was taken to Washington 
and introduced to Presid Taft. 
He was only 10 years old and he 
raised 217 bushels of corn on ‘ils lone’ 


acre.

Find Old Pigments. 
(St. Louis Globe-Democrat:] With 
the revived interest in art, both an- 
cient and modern, it is surprising 
so little attention has been 
paid to the recent exhibition by 
Prof. Flinders Petrie of some remark- 
able color portraits which he discov- 
ered in an Egyptian cemetery at 
Fayoun. 
The cemetery dates from about the 
fret century, and its occupants were 
probably Romana. The portraits which 
the professor has discovered are 
painted on thin cedar wood, and were 
used as a covering over the face of 
each mummified body. Prof. Petrie 
considers that these are probably. the 
earliest paintings known, and says 
that many of the portraits are of such 
individuality and strength as to chal- 
lenge comparison with the technique 
and tmagination of m rn artists.

That any thinker of repute should. hold heredity exer- 
cises no influence seems to us, in spite of the standing 
of some who occupy this position, to be incomprehen- 
sible. Does not the infant as it comes into the world 
owe absolutely everything it is, so far as we can actu- 
ally know, to heredity? The term means what he de- 
rives from ancestry. Why is the child human instead 
of being a calf or a lamb, if it is not because he comes 
from human parentage? Why is one child black, an- 
other brown, another yellow, and a fourth white? Is it 
not because of the racial classification of the father and 
mother? Why is the human child to naturally be a 
biped instead of belonging to the family of quadru- 
mani? Why does he stand upright instead of going on 


win theory of evolution, which teaches us that the hu- 


man family has come into existence through changes |. 


from natural selection from the quadrumani, or mon- 
key family. Many eminent anatomists and physiologists 
of today claim that man’s natural weakness of bodily 
frame is the result of his attempting to walk upright, 
and being an anthropos instead of going on all fours. 
They tell us that the spinal column has never recov- 
ered from the weakness bred from this change in the 
position of the body. If there is anything in that theory 
(and there certainly seems to be,) is not heredity. work- 
ing here at a long distance from its source? 

But the human offspring owes much more than the 
general conformation of the physical frame to ancestry. 
Narrowing the view to particular races, we have hered- 
ity fixing the Hebraic features so distinct from the Cel- 
tic, the Scandinavian from the German, and that from 
the Latin. Narrow the view still more. We have in- 
dividual families in which the height, the weight, the 
color of the hair and eyes, can be traced with more or 
less directness to immediate or to remote-ancestry. Of 
course the subject is a far-reaching one and the influ- 
ences are complex, reaching back through generations 
and ages, But resemblances to remote ancestors crop- 
ping out in the individual really prove the rule, not by 
being exceptions, but under its direct action. 

Is it not true, too, from the most careful and exhaust: 
ive observation, that much more is determined by an- 
cestry in each individual being than the color of hair 
and eyes, than the formation of the features, and the 
figure of the body? Is it not just as true that mental 
and moral faculties are traceable to ancestry quite as 
much as anything connected with the physical make-up? 


It is an observation ot long standing that genius never 
reproduces itself. But it is quite as well-authenticated 
a fact that talent almost invariably appears in the s 
ond and even the third generation. 

Now heredity has been working in the human famiiy 
quite as long and quite as effectively as environment. 
That is what Tennyson means in the line in Locksley 
Hall about each of us being “the heir of all the ages.’ 
That is just what every human being in the world 
today. He is what he is because the people of the time 
of the American Revolution were what they were, be- 
cause those of the time of the Norman conquest of Eng- 
land were what they were, because the apostles who 
spread Christianity throughout the world were them- 
selves, because the Romans of Caesar's time and on 
back to Romulus and Remus were Romans, because the 
people of Athens in the time of Miltiades and Pericles 
and on back to the earliest of these people of artistic 
temperament were Grecian, because the Hebrew peopl> 
were the great seers, philosophers and poets that they 
were from the days of the Maccabees to those of David 
and Solomon, to those of Moses and to those of Abra- 
ham, Every man, woman and child in America today 
owes something of his characteristics, sentiments and 
all that makes the individual what he is, to these influ- 
ences that have come down, modifying each 
from the beginning to himself. ; 

Now take these two great influences working upon 
the life of each individual, and have we not the sum of 
all that goes to make life what it is? There is. the 
environment that surrounds every one of us with its 
permeating and powerful influence. It is not only the 
sunshine, the soil and the configuration of the material 
world in which we live. Undoubtedly each of us owes 
much to this part of the environment that lies around 
our lives. But did not these same influences, exactly 
as they are in themselves, lie around the lives of the 


aboriginal Americans that were here before Capt. Ca- 


brillo sailed his old Spanish into these waters? To 
these environmental influences we of the present day 
owe all the civilization of our time. It is not of the soil 
nor of the climate. It is an exotic that has been 
brought here from over the seas, coming down, 
growing and developing through all the ages of 
the past. -Concretely, it is seen in our houses 
and their comforts, in our fields and gardens, in 
our agricultural and other uses to which’ we 
put the soil, and still more in our books, schools 
and churches. Old Polonius says, “the garment 
doth proclaim the man,” and we are all ac- 
quainted with Thomas Carlyle’s philosophy of the ef- 
fect of a tailor. Undoubtedly clothes do influence the 
character of the wearer, however much objection we 
may entertain toward the declaration of the late Ben- 
jamin Harrison that “a cheap coat) means a cheap 
man.

And now as to the Christmas dinner. It will be 
varied according to the location of the troops. There 
are ‘fat turkeys in Porto Rico and the Chinese raise 
them by the hundreds on the east coast of Asia. There 
is plenty of wild game in Alaska, and each army post, 
and’ especially those in the West, has its peculiar sup- 
plies. In the main, however, the Christmas dinner 
will be made up fromthe same markets as yours or 
mine and the government has written its menu to suit. 
Here is a Christmas dinner suggested by the commis- 
sary-general, It comes from a manual which has 
been recently prepared for the cooks of the army:

I would like to give you el who are try- 
ing to make the ends meet some specimens of tifese 
rations.

They 
aré practically the same as those supplied to the sol- 
diers At the Washington barracks, the meals for which 
are prepared by the students of Uncle Sam’s School 
for} Army Bakers and Cooks. This school I describe 
farther on in this letter.

As Big as a Hat Box. 


The smail range is sufficient todo all the cooking

trench or hole and a fire built beneath it. It can be 
put up and taken down in five minutes. During my 
stay at the school the sergeant cook in charge took 
one out at the back and set it up in front of the 
camera, The photograph shows that the range only 
reaches my knee and nevertheless it will cook three 
meals a day year in and year out for fifty-five men. 

The other range, which is intended for 111 men, is 
perhaps twice as big. It is made of sheet steel, but 
it is to be made in the future of a pvre iron, which 
will not rust. I am told that the commissary depart- 
ment now has enough of these two kinds of ranges 
on hand to supply an army of 260,000 men with food 
in the field, so that if an army of that size. should be 
called into being we could supply them all with bread 
and food upon very short notice. 3 | 

In addition to this arrangements have been made 
for a large number of kitchen cars or rolling kitchens; 
This is in connection with the Pull nan Company, 
which at the suggestion of the cor imissary-general 
has remodeled some of its tourist care for the purpose. 
The cars may be used for the tovr st travel while 
they are not employed by the War Department, and 
in case of war they could be employed to carry the 
soldiers and each would supply hot meals for 300 men 
at one time. 

These are poses some of the things that Uncle 
Sam, patriarch, is doing to make of his army a live, 
active and always ready-to-move fighting machine, in 
order that if war should unexpectedly come from any 
source he may not be found. napping. |

| < SOME LONDON STATISTICS. 
{New York Sun:] In a_ volume of more than 600 


| pages the London County Council presents statistics of 


much interest. The metropolitan district, made up of 
the cities, towns and boroughs which comprise the real 
London, had a population of 7,252,963 in 1910, occupy- 
ing an area of a little more than 692 square miles. Only 
14.8 per cent. of the total number of inhabitants, or 670,- 
110 persons, were entitled to vote in Parliamentary elec- 
tions, and of these 74.6 per cent. went to the polls in the 
election of December, 1910, a falling off from the 84.3 
per cent. which voted in January of that year. In 1909 
there were 116,559 births, a decline since 1881 from 34.3 
to 24.2 a thousand of population. The death rate fell 
from 19.8 in 1900 to 14.7 a thousand. Phthisis and pneu- 
monia were responsible for more than 13,000 deaths. 
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Shepherds of Holy Land. 
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CHARACTER LITTLE CHANGED SINCE 
DAYS OF KING DAVID. 

T HERE are few more picturesque sights in the Holy 


Land than the shepherd and’ his flock of. sheep. 

You can never see one without the other, says a 
writer in Country Life in America. They live entirely 
with their flocks. 

Their business is not only an honorable calling but it 
is one of perpetual difficulty and danger. Shepherds in 
the Kast are men of war; also they are men of some 
initiative and practical intelligence. 

They of course belong to the native population, which 
may be divided into three groups, the townspeople, or 
medanijeh; the peasants, or dwellers in villages, called 
the fellaheen, and the nomads, who live in tents and 
spend their lives roaming, called the Bedouins. 

The shepherds therefore come under the head of 
peasants, or fellaheen, but nevertheless they are vir- 
tually a race apart. Unlike the other native tribes, they 
have maintained their ancient character intact. They 
attended to the wants of their sheep and led them from 
pasture to pastvre among the hills and valleys long be- 
fore the coming of the Children of Israel. 

Their shoes are of the roughest description, almost 
circular in citfeumference. They wear an outer gar- 
ment of bright colors. It is woven from camel's hair, 
as wns that of John the Baptist. The coats are without 
seani, as was the one worn by our Saviour, and of 
which it was said at His crucifixion that it was “without 
seam, woven from the top throughout.” 

These cloaks are made by the peasant women of 
Galilee. They are square and sleeveless and fit any 
man, They hang in picturesque folds from the shoulder. 
A kerchief for the head, tied in two black rings of rope 
and wool, completes the shepherd’s outfit. In the 
winter, however, shepherds take an undressed fleece. 
whitch they girdle about their loins, when they more 
than ever appear like members of their own flock, 

The flocks vary considerably in size, some number- 
ing only a score or even less, while others run into 
several hundred. Speaking generally, a shepherd in 
and around Jerusalem will tend thirty or forty sheep, 
while his brethren in northern Palestine will possess 
flocks double this size. In the Lebanons there are some 
very large herds. 3 

The sheep themselves are distinctly of the Syrian 
breed and famed for their fat tails. Much has been 


made of the fact that the shepherds of Palestine lead | 


their sheep. This custom has arisen, of course, through 
thé absence of roads and the scanty nature of the 
pasturage fovnd on the mountain sides. It wouid be im- 
possible to drive the flocks from place to place unless 
dogs were employed, and there are no sheep dogs in 
eastern countries. ’ Hence the shepherd goes on in front, 
the sheep following behind, a shepherd boy as a rule 
bringing up the rear. This is the shepherd’s principal 
duty, to guide his sheep and find pasturage for them. 
Then another remarkable trait about these men is 
that they know their sheep and can instantly pick them 
out from strangers. At Bethlehem once I witnessed 
a Very striking demonstration of this. Three shepherds 
mét, and their flocks, totalling some 160 sheep, were 
soon hopelessly mixed up together. When an American 
farmer touring in Palestine was told that the men 
could easily distinguish their respective charges he 
laughed, so it was prt to the test. It required but a 
few minutes to drive the sheep into a fold, and in a 
remarkably short space of time the shepherds pointed 
out correctly the members of their respective flocks. 
In the same way too the sheep know their master, 
or rather his voice. Over and_over again I have seen 
two or more shepherds meet with their flocks at a well 
and sit and chat for hours together. When they ge! up 
to move away the flocks have become one large herd. 
There is no attempt, however, to separate them. Hoch 
man moves. in the direction he wishes to take and 
shouts to his sheep, “Tabbo! Tabbo!” short and sharp, 
néver thinking of looking round until he is some dis- 
tance away. One by one the sheep hear the voice and 
follow slowly after their master. There is never a 
mistake, though all use the same word; the voice of 
each shepherd is unmistakably his own and it has a 


distinct individuality about it, caused by the constant — 


use of the same tone. _ , 
‘Then the shepherds of this interesting land are men 
of arms. In the sovthern districts of Palestine and also 
in the Lebanon country they all carry firearms, and 
those around Jerusalem and in the neighborhood of 
Tiberias on the Sea of Galilee and in other parts of 
the country carry weapons in the shape of heavy 
wooden clubs or slings, the latter as primitive as that 
used by David when he tended his father’s flocks. 
The guns are invariably old fashioned flintlock muskets 
or some other obsolete type of firearm. With these 
weapons the shepherd protects his flock from wild 
beasts—leopards, panthers and wolves. But his worst 
enemy is not the wild-animals of the country, but the 
roving Bedouins. The latter are always making raids 
and carrying off the sheep, with the result that even 
today many a good shepherd is called upon to lay down 
his life for the sheep. |

After the fashion of 
things in their own country, they have resorted to ter- 
racing, and they get water onto their lands in all sorts 
of unexpected ways. 

And as with the general cultivation of fruit, so this 
bringing into cultivation of despised tracts of land is 
only at the beginning. One can look abead into the fu- 
ture years and see nearly every mountainside in the 
State of California converted into a_ fruit orchard of 
some kind or other. Tracts that look like glistening 
white sand often have a subsoil of great fertility, Right 
here in the city of Los Angeles there are hills com- 
posed of clay apparently utterly unfruitful, but it is all 
shot through and through with streaks of calcareous 
salts. Plant life may be slow in getting hold of this 
kind of soil, but once its roots become firmly set. it 
grows with a luxuriance which astonishes these who do 
not realize that there are immense quantities of gyp- 
Sum all through these clays. The European farmer 
from the shores of the Mediterranean Sea knows all 
about these things, and he knows just about what kind 
of a plant to place in a particular soil. These people 
have learned in ages past, for example, that the olive 
tree will not grow in the rich, damp, clay soils:so fertile 


for producing crops of alfalfa, but that the olive tree will 


flourish in sandy places and among rocks anywhere that 
it can get a supply of the various salts of ime on which 
it feeds. 


Effect of Cheaper Passenger Transportation. | 


Here again the canal will come to our aid. The cost 
of emligrating from Southern Europe to California along 
the present lines of travel is prohibitive to ali excepting 
well-to-do people. When the canal shall have’ been 
opened a steamer can take on a cargo of human freight 
numbering 1000 individuals or more along the: shores of 
the Mediterranean and lay them down in San Pedro 
Harbor for a few francs more than it costs now to go to 
New York, and at no greater expense than for a pass- 
age to South America. I have seen these great steam- 
ers at Genoa, Naples, Malaga, Barcelona and Marseilles | 
taking on country people by hundreds destined for vari- 
ous places in South America. Like the Portuguese in 
the Santa Cruz Mountains, these people are simple, in- 
dustrious and frugal, accustomed to live in their own 
homes on 25 to 50 cents a day. When they come to 
California, where they will earn $1.50 to $2.50 a day, a 
great) many of them will save $1 to $2 of it and at the 
same time live better than at home. They will not re- 
main were employees, but will from time to time secure 
a little tract of land and proceed to improve it. They 
will seize upon little hillsides and one bit of despised 
territory after another that no American would look at 
because he could see no use in it. Its valne will be ap 
parent to their eyes, and they wilh make much of it. 

It is a fascinating vision that the California of the 
future presents to my eyes. None of its present attrac- 
tiveness will be destroyed, but its charms will be en- 
hanced a thousandfold. We shall have here along our 
coast a dozen Rivieras with their terraced slopes and 
trellised fruit trees. Think of a country where the 
houses all align the sidewalk and the poor owner re- 
moves a flag, cuts a corner out of it, and through this 
plants a vine, which, taking root in the soil under the 
sidewalk and the street, sends up its shoots year by year 
to be trained along the wall and yield many a bunch »>f 
delicious grapes for the owner’s table or for the market. 
European cities are all built in a very compact way. A 
back yard twenty-five by fifty feet is almost « farm. [It 
is kept as clean as any lawn in Los Angeles, and every 
Square foot of it is utilized for the production of a fruit 
tree, a vine, or a basket of garden truck. Apricots, 
peaches and grapevines are trained all over the walls. 
I have seen pear trees trained this way which looked 
like the backbone and other portions of the skeleton of 
a fish. But there was fruit hanging here and there upon 
them of the most magnificent dimensions and of the 
most delicious flavor. :

young Hercules. Last year the fruit crops of the State 
were worth a little over $100,000,000, and all the farm 
products a little less than nalf a billion dollars. The 


fruit crops of the next census year of the State of Cali-| 
fornia are likely to amount to a quarter of a billion, and 


it need not surprise the young people of today who will 
be more than mature when the second census will be 
taken from now, if the fruit crops of the State amount 
in value to as much as all the farm products of the pres- 
ent day. 

The little fruit farms of Europe are owned and oper- 
ated mostly by poor men with families to support. The 
fruit farms of Southern California will be in many in- 
stances as smal) as those of the Mediterranean regions, 
but they will be owned by well-to-do American families 
to whom fruTt culture will be a pastime and each fam- 
ily will consume most of the product of the little or- 
chard devoted to a variety of fruits. These, with the 
Americanized immigrants from Europe or the native- 
born children of such immigrants, will convert South- 
ern California from the \ hite sands by the ocean shore

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JAPAN’S SECOND INDUSTRY. 
PAPER-MAKING RANKS NEXT IN IMPORTANCE TO 
SPINNING COTTON. 


(Consular and Trade Reports:] Next to cotton spin- 
ning, the production of paper is Japan's greatest indus- 
try. Centuries before Occidental peoples learned to 
manufacture paper from’ rags it was being made in 
China from actual fibers. From China this art was car- 
ried to Europe through Central Asia by the Arabs. 

Egyptians are considered to have been the first paper- 
makérs, but their papyrus was not real paper, but merely 
the peeled bark of reeds growing on the banks of the 
Nile, The material for making paper first employed by 
the Chinese was the so-called paper mulberry bush, 
which is known as kozu in Japan. 

The value of the annual production of Japanese ma. 
chine-equipped mills is aboput $7,500,000, and that of 
the hand mills reaches $9,000,000. In 1909 there were: 
twenty-seven factories with 182 machines for the pro- 
duction of “European” paper in operation in Japan, and 
these had a total of 6486 employees. The quantity of 
European paper produced by these mills in 1909 
amotnted to 123,947 short tons. . 

As a result of the erection at Tomakomai, on Hokusku 
Island, of a newspaper factory whose daily output is 
sixty-five tons, the amount of machine-made paper has 
recently shown a remarkable increase. An American 


‘was engaged to superintend the erection and starting of 


the machines in this mill. His success induced the com- 
pany to engage him further in reorganizing other mills 
which it owns in Central Japan. 

Although native paper has been made from ancient . 
times, it was not until 1872 that the manufacture of 
European paper was commenced. In that year the Ojji 
paper mill was established, which uses rice straw, rags 
and waste paper. After the Saigo rebellion in 1877 a> 
great demand was created for European paper by the 


‘rapid adoption of printing in Japan. : 


Printing paper is the most important kind manufac- 
tured, and its total annual value is $3,202,000. The next — 
in importance is cardboard, with a total value of $605.- 
000. Whereas native paper is manufactured mainly 
with hand machines in rural districts affording an abun- 
dant supply of pulp, European paper is manufactured in 
large cities like Tokio, Osaka and Kobe. 

Hand-made paper is produced principally by farmers 
as a Secondary occupation which they can pursue in sea. 
sons when there is nothing to be done in the fields. 
There are no less than 60,000 families engaged in this 
industry. Japan has been quick in utilizing to the ut- 
most its assets in bringing the manufacture of hand 
madé@ paper to a high modern standard. In the districts 
where this paper is made there are experiment bureaus 
equipped with up-to-date instruments and apparatus for 
testing and selecting the various kinds of raw material 
not only for indigenous Japanese plants, but also im- 
ported fibers. 

Co-operation is the secret of the success of the hand- 
made paper industry. In every manufacturing district 
there are guilds which supply the farmers with raw ma- 
terial and find markets for their product. Experiments 
have proved that imported wood fiber may be substi. 
tuted without detriment in certain kinds of paper for 
the high-priced native fibers. The United States is not 
a large exporter of paper pulp to Japan. The value of |

{New York Sun:] “Do you know what | wonder 
sometimes?” said the middle-aged man. “I wonder if 
any of the songs of the present day will live in the minds 
of the young people who sing them now to arouse pleas- .

“I am inclined to doubt it. Lots of the songs of the | 

present time are foolish, aren't they? And with words 
poor or worse than poor. And still when I sit down 
with a book of my old songs and go over it in cold blood, 
reading instead of singing, I have to smile over some of 
them; for some of them were pretty thin and meager 
stuff when you came to read them. Still youth likes 
high-flown romantic things, and it doesn’t apply the acid 
test. We don't do that till we are older, and among 
the songs written in the present day there thay be some 
that will survive, foolish though they may seem to be to 
people of maturer years. 
/ “And how do I know but that the old folks in my 
younger days thought the songs we sang then were fool- 
ish? Maybe they did; but we loved them then, and as: 
older people we love them now; they make youth spring 
up in us again. And it may be, it may be, that some of 
these present-day songs that we older people now think 
of no account will still live, either by some charm of 
their own or by the charm of all things associated with 
youth, to be sung fifty yoars from now by our children 
then grown old, just as we now sing over the songs of 
our youth, and with just the same joy. It may be. But 
I think they will then be singing, too, some of the songs 
that pleased us, the songs that go down through gener- 
ation after generation.”

Confidence of Investors. 


There can, in fact, be no better indicator of the 
stability of Latin America than the great influx of both 
European and American capital in those countries. 
England has $1,500,000,000 invested in one country 
alone with Germany a close| second, and the United 
States has two-thirds of a billion tied up in Mexican 
property. 

These conservative investors regard Latin America 
as a land of future possibilities in which there is latent 
wealth and material resources mostly in their infancy. 
In the past Europe has gained an immense foothold 
therein which, until a decade or so ago, American in- 


vestors practically ignored. ‘Since the establishment 


| 


in the Western Hemisphere has grown to immense¢ 
proportions. 

Over twenty years ago the late William E. Curtis 
journalist and economist, saw these possibilities and 
took an active part in its organization. He became 
the first director of what was then known merely as 4 
commercial bureau provided for inea conference of the 
representatives of the various republics. Its object 
was to collect and distribute commercial and general 
information to all the republics and thus remove the 
ignorance of one apother which had theretofore pre 
vented their advancement. Its present head is John 
Barrett, a man of wide experience in Latin-American 
affairs, under whose administration of the past few 
years great strides have been made. | 


Organization and Work. 


As at present constituted the government of the 
Union is vested in a general board composed of thé 
diplomatic representatives of all the Latin-American 
republics, presided over by the Secretary of State ol 
the United States. Washington is the only capital at 
Which representatives of every nation tn the Western 
Hemisphere are assigned. Once each year, therefore, 
or as often as may be necessary, the governing board 
assembles at the home of the union in Washington 
to discuss the more important questions; the execu 
tion of which is left with Director-General Barrett and 
h's assistants. A _ staff of editors, statisticians, com- 
pilers, trade experts, translators: and clerks of un- 
usual ability make it one of the strongest allied 
bodies in existence. | 

It was one of the “objects in calling the first confer 
ence in 1889 to develop a closer friendship not only 
between the republics but with the other nations of the 
world. This meant an immense amount of compila- 
tion, to -rovide for which each country pledged a con- 
tributio based on its population. In the first year the 
United States contributed $36,000, while for Latin 
America. the average amount was $16,000, Prosperity 


ent republics and the contributions are now $75,000 
and $50,000, respectively. 

Pan-America embraces the twenty-one republics of 
the Western Hemisphere. Eleven of these lie north 
of the equator and ten south, and the whole represent 
an -rea of 12,000,000 square miles. They support a 
population of 160,000,000 people with a commerce 
valued at $5,000,000,000 a year. 

The popular name given to those countries south af 
the United States and f{n South America has been 
Spanish America heretofore. But the union recognizes 
it by Latin America, for the Spanish language is nat 
spoken exclusively by all of these republics. Brazil's 
official language is Portuguese and its customs are 
Portuguese, while Haiti is dominated by the French 
language and influences.

Legends and Symbols. 


STORIES AND CEREMONIES THAT RE- 
LATE TO CHRISTMAS. 


By Julia H. Wohlfarth. 


AR BACK in the fourth century there lived in 
k Lycia, a province of Asia Minor, the good Bishop 

Nicholas of Myra. In all probability his name 
would have been forgotten ages ago had he not loved 
children so dearly that he devoted his life to their hap- 
piness and their protection. For this reason he lives, 
and will continue to live, in the hearts of men as St. 
Nicholas, the patron saint of children. It was he who 
originated the custom of sending Christmas gifts into 
waiting stockings or shoes by way of the chimney. 

The story goes that there lived in Myra a nobleman 
who, losing his great wealth, was reduced to extreme 
poverty. 
but as he was unable to provide marriage portions for 
them, he was about to send them out into the world to 
earn their daily bread. Bishop Nicholas heard of this, 
and his warm, impulsive heart was grieved that these 
young girls, reared in luxury, should be forced to per- 
form the menial tasks for which they were so little fit- 
ted. On a dark Christmas night, therefore, he took a 
purse of gold and went to the home of the girls. Peer- 
ing through the window, he saw that their father had 
hung his stockings in the fireplace to dry. 

Waiting until all was dark in the house, he climbed 
to the roof. The chimney was a huge one, and Bishop 
Nicholas threw the purse so 
straight into the old man’s stocking. On Christmas 
morning there was great rejoicing in the nobleman’s 
family, for the welcome gold provided a dowry for the 
oldest daughter. After that joyful experience, the no- 
bleman never failed to hang up his stocking on Christ- 
mas Eve, and marriage portions for the other daugh- 
ters appeared in the following two years. Hearing of 
the nobleman’s good fortune, other peuple also hung up 
their stockings, and so eager was Bishop Nicholas to 
make glad the hearts of children that he never failed 
to go from house to house on Christmas Eve and fill the 
stockings which hung so appealingly in the vawning 
fireplaces. 

From Asia Minor the St. Nicholas myth spread over 
Christendom, and now wherever Christmas is cele- 
brated the good St. Nicholas, under one name or an- 
other, still brings joy to the hearts of children. 

In the Tyrol he is known as the Holy Man, who goes 
about on Christmas Eve distributing gifts to the boys. 
But the girls are not forgotten, for St. Lucy always ac- 
companies the Holy Man to fill the stockings of the 
girls. She is supposed to be better posted on girls’ 
presents than the Holy Man can possibly be. 

It was in Holland that St. Nicholas first appeared as 
Santa Claus, riding; not a reindeer, but a white horse. 
In one hand he carried a basketful of gifts for good 
children, and in the other a bundle of rods, one of which 
was supposed to be the sole Christmas gift of every bad 
boy or girl. As a matter of fact, however, the good 


saint loves the children so dearly that he almost al- 


ways changes his mind at the last moment, and drops 
in a present with the rod. 

When the Dutch came to New Netherland, they 
brought Santa Claus with them, a most fortunate cir- 
cumstance for American children, since the Puritans 
who settled New England had become so disgusted 
with the Christmas revels in Old England that they did 
not observe the Christmas holiday at all. | 

In Belgium the children usually place their shoes, 
newly polished, instead of their stockings for the recep- 
tion of Santa Claus’s bounty. They have a very pretty 
and grateful custom of filling their shoes with hay or 
oats or carrots for Santa's white horse, who naturally 
becomes very tired and hungry in his all-night journey. 
Then the door of the room is locked: On Christmas 
morning it is found in great disorder, for the white 
horse cannot be expected to know how to use tables and 
chairs properly.

The 
naughty children are dreadfully frightened, of course, 
but the Christ Child invariably comes forward to com- 
fort them, and if they promise to be obedient in the fu- 
ture, Hans Trapp immediately disappears. 

In a mountain region of Germany, it is St. Peter who 
plays the part of Christmas saint. He is accompanied 
by the dreadful Ruprecht, the terror of ° all naughty 
children. When the family is assembled on Christmas 
Eve, Ruprecht enters the room. He lays a large rod 
on the table by way of warning, and then preaches a 
sermon to the naughty children before leaving. When 
he is well out of sight the children polish their shoes. 
and one by one take them to the garden and place them 
under the bushes. Sometimes the disobedient children 
can scarcely summon courage enough to go for fear that 


‘Ruprecht may pounce upon them from the darkness.

. The Christmas tree comes to us trou Germany, 
where it was used long before Christ was born. The 
pagan ancestors of the Germans thought that the world 
Was a great ash tree with its roots deep in the earth 
and its top in Valhalla, the pagan paradise. At the pre- 
tise time of the year when we celebrate Christmas, they 
kept the Feast of the Twélve Nights, At this time they 
always decorated a tree in hionor of Berchta, the god- 
dess of spring. The tree was ornamented with lights 
and loaded with gifts. When these pagans were con- 
verted to Christianity they did not like to give up the 
tree, so they cleverly said that there could be no more 
pppropriate symbol of the happy Christmas time, since 
ne evergreen tree became the emblem of eternal 
spring, the tapers of Jesus, the Light of the World, and 
the gifts were a constant reminder of God's unspeakable 
gift. 

A very interesting group of Christmas superstitions 
clusters about plant and animal life. Tradition tells 
us that after Joseph of Arimathea had begged the body 
of our crucified Savior, and had laid it in his own newly- 
hewn tomb, he left Palestine forever. Staff in hand, he 


traveled many weary months, and finally reached Glas- 
tonbury in England. Here he planted his staff, and in 


the ceurse of time it sent out leaves and buds. On the 
giad Christmas morning, the buds burst into a mass of 
exquisite bloom. Since that day of long ago, the Glas- 


tonbury thorn never fails to be covered with delicate. 


white flowers on Christmas morning. By the follow- 
ing day, they have all disappeared. 

A cutting of the Glastonbury thorn was taken to Buck- 
-inghamshire, where it became as famous as the parent 
plant itself. Thousands of people from near and far 
were wont to come to see the blossoming of the thorn 
on Christmas morning. When about the middle of the 


eighteenth century England adopted the Gregorian cal-- 
endar, which brought Christmas eleven days earlier | 


than under the older style of reckoning time, the com- 
‘mon people were greatly dissatisfied. To their simple 
‘minds they had actually been deprived of eleven days 
of their mortal life, and mobs marched through the 
streets carrying placards bearing the _ inscription: 
“Give us back our eleven days!” 
wronged became a conviction when the cCuckingham- 
shire thorn failed to blossom on the new date, and when 
the people actually refused to attend church on the 25th 
of December, the clergy in that part of England were 
forced to celebrate divine worship on both the old and 
the new dates. | 

In pagan times, special deities were supposed to pre 
side over the harvests, and the people-sought in every 
possible manner to propitiate these powerful gods. In 
out-of-the-way parts of Europe the trees are still for- 
mally invited to the Christmas feast. Taking accept- 
ance for granted, the remains of the Christmas dinner 
are spread about the roots of the fruit trees. This 
ceremony is supposed to insure plentiful harvests the 
following autumn. In other places the trees were in 
olden times beaten with clubs to make them more pro- 
ductive, the people doubtless thinking that after this 
ceremony the god concerned would not dare to with- 
hold a bountiful harvest. In still other places, the fruit 
trees were violently shaken while the mass was in 
progress on Christmas Eve. 

Ever since the kindly oxen gazed upon the babe iri 
the manger of Bethlehem and the sheep on the hillsides 


saw the glorious angel host, these animals are said to 


observe the sacred Festival of the Nativity. On Christ- 


jmas Eve. the sheep in the fields march in procession 


toward the East, and at midnight fall on their knees in 
adoration. Even in England the oxen were said to bow 
their heads as the glad natal day dawned. Some Eng- 
lish peasants claim that the sheep and oxen in England 
observe the custom to this day, and that every doubter 
would be convinced would he area investigate at the 
proper hour. 

In Hamlet we get a hint of another Christmas super: 
stition: 

‘Some say that ever ‘gainst that season comes 
Wherein our Savior’s birth we celebrate, 

The bird of dawning singeth all night long; 

And then, they say, no spirit can walk abroad, 
The nights are wholesome, then no planets strike, 
No fairy takes, nor witch hath power to charm, 

So hallow'd and so gracious is the time.” 

Since the animals take so active a part in sotebantion 
the Christmas festival, they are in many places in- 
cluded in the distribution of gifts or privileges. In 
Sweden it is customary to tie bunches of grain to a 
pole for the birds to eat, and in scores of places seeds 
are scattered broadcast for the birds which contribute 
so much to human happiness. [n remote parts of 
Europe the watch dogs are still unchained on Christ- 
mas Eve, and for this one night allowed to roam at will. 
Cattle are sometimes given double portions of fodder 
during :the Christmas holidays. 

One of the sweetest of all the Christmas supersti- 
tions is prevalent in parts of Germany. Long ago, a 
poor little clockmaker who loved above all things to go 
church, received a Christmas gift of a large red apple. 
He was supremely happy because he had something to 
give to the dear Christ Child. Hastening to the altar 
of the church, he placed the precious apple on the mar- 
ble hands of the Babe in Mary's arms... Instantly the 
tiny fingers closed 6ver it, and a smile of heavenly joy 
swept over the chubby face. This happened long, long 
ago, but the people in the vicinity still give to Chrisi 
through his poor at Christmas time, believing that the 
gift bestowed upon “one of the least of these” is re 
ceived by the Christ Child himself, and rewarded by the 
same blessed smile which brought joy and comfort to

great civilizations of the world up to our Savior’s birth. 

In the Roman game the children drew lots with 
beans to elect the King. Romulus and Remus played 
it, boy pig-herders on the spot where, later, they were 
to fight over a real kingdom. The kids with Aeneas's 
emigration party had brought it from Greece, which had 
received the game from venerable Egypt. When the 
King took a drink of water, all the children must cry: 
“The King drinks!” If the King should scratch his 
head, they must cry: “The King scratches!” If the 
King should climb a tree, all following, shouting, laugh- 
ing, they must cry: “The King climbs!” And so on. 

The election by drawing lots with one white bean and 
many brown ones, came from _ real elections in old 
Greece, where beans were also used for voting in the 
public assemblies. Whence the saying: “Lucky bean. 

The Christian hero, Gaspar, became the “King of the 
Bean,” the visit of the Three Kings mingling with 
Christmas. As the feature became more and more pop- 
ular, the Day of the Kings was shifted to Twelfth Night, 
celebrated with magnificence in the Middle Ages, with 


mystery plays and solemn ceremonies connected with 


gifts, presentations, reconciliation of enemies and com- 
promises of money disputes. The election of the King 
of the Bean and the game of “The King Drinks” were 
celebrated alike by the royalties of Europe and in the 
humblest families. The court of France continued the 
Feast of the Kings up to the last year. of.the reign of the 
unfortunate Louis XVI. Marie Antoinette, it will be re- 
membered, found an ominous black bean in her slice of 
the great cake, by a mischance that has never been ex- 


plained. 


_In England, Twelfth Night festivities have almost 
died out, January 6 being scarcely more than the date 
for taking down Christmas holly and mistletoe. The cel- 
ebration of the Kings with money and lucky beans is 
shifted back to. their natural place in Christmas—in 
the plum-pudding!

Tradition tells us that the fung-whang,. the Chinese 
phoenix, lived on a mountain, Fung-whang-shan, near 
what is now the city of Fung- whang, and built her nest 
under the Wootong tree, where she laid eges about a 
foot long and olive-shaped, that no human strength 
could move. Some day some American poet will visit 
Fung-whang and later inflict on the unsuspecting public 
a popular song, “Under the Wootong Tree.” 

Shan-hai-kwan, “Sea and Mountain Barrier,” marks 
the most eastern gate of the Chinese great wall. Foo 
Chow is translated into English as “Happy City.” The 
most northern part of Manchuria is called He-Lung, 
Kiang, “Black Dragon River,” the Chinese name of the 
Amoor. The Manchu called it Heiswi, “Black Water.” 
Still another name for this river having the same sig- 
nificance as the foregoing is.Loo Loong, which as Loo- 
loong-hein designates a province. The waters of this 
stream are very dark. The name seems to have con- 
siderable vitality, for it has followed down till it came 
to the sea, and attached itself to the great island of 
Shahalin, at the river's mouth. 

It is helpful in remembering Chinese names and their 
significance to note that a number of smal! words have, 
aS a rule (but not always,) the same meaning, which 
serves as a key to the signification of words in which 
they occur as particles. Some of them are as follows: 
Ho, “river,” used in Northern China, and kiang, its 
equivalent, used in Southern China; hai, “sea,” gener- 
ally used in reference to places along the ocean coast; 
pe, nan, tung and si, “North,” “south,” “east,” and 
“west,” respectively; shan and ling, “mountain or 
range.’ ; 

Shan-tung “eastern mountains,” tells in just what 
part of China the province is, and describes its surface. 
Shan-si, just west of it, is “western mountains.” The 
next province, cut up by canyons, is Shen-si, “western 
defiles.”"- Many other Chinese divisions have — 
tions that are descriptive. 

Western nations have surveyed the coast and at- 
tached to places a great many foreign names that the 
natives never recognize and seldom know. Formosa, 
“beautiful,” is a name the Portuguese gave to the Chi- 
nese island of Tai-wan. The English seem to have an 
insatiable longing for Broughton, and applied the name 
to a channel, a bay and a cape within twelve degrees 
of latitude. The words foo, chow and hien designate 
prefectural, subprefectural and district cities, but are 
no part of the names.

Seldom indeed does the first girl break the pinyata, 
and frequently four or five beautiful, dark-eyed datgh- 
ters of the South take their turns at the magic bow}, 
which never seems to be just where it was before the 
gitl’s eyes were blindfolded, for some mischievous lad 
always gives the suspending rope a tug and sets the 
pinyata swinging, just out of reach of Miss Mexico's 

Rut all these bits of fun, coupled with innumerable 
indoc’ customs, come on Christmas Eve. The real 
“|ristmas season begins about two weeks before 
Christmas, with the celebration of certain feast days. 
It should be said here that every day in the calendar is 
a saint’s day. This is not a joke, but a fact, every Mexi- 
can calendar containing the name of the saint appropri- 
ate to each day-—-just beneath the figures. More than 
this, the long holiday fiesta has a sort of ante-celébra- 
tidn on the first and second days of November. The 
firkt is All Souls’ Day, when images of the saints are 
on special sale in all the puestos and in every store. 
The second is El Dia de Los Muertos—the Day of the

ihe great celebration of Christmas is among the poor 
and the middle classes. The first notice one gets of 
‘Christmas in any of the towns is the erection of booths, 
called “puestos,” around the main park. Sometimes, 
as in Mexico City, where the central breathing spot 
covers some ten acres, these booths, often built of wild 
marsh grasses and “tules,” stretch round only two sides 
of the great.square. In others they fence in the entire 
park,~leaving only entrances at the four corners. 

These booths formerly were built and maintained 
only by the Indians from the country, as places in which 
to sell native sweetmeats, toys, pottery of the most won- 
derful shapes and colors and beautiful native baskets, 
but within the past two vears the Japanese have come 
in and are offering imitations of the Indians’ work at 
prices with which even the poor redskin cannot com- 
pete. 

The Indian and his family, usually a wife and one or 
two children—for the native Indian families are small— 
bring in the materials for their booth and the wares 
they have been making all year, on their backs, often 
packing heavy loads for miles over the mountains. 
Having secured his week or month's lease on the ground 
for his booth, he builds it overnight with his own hands, 
and in it he eats, sleeps and peddles his goods until 
his entire stock is sold out. 

Here one buys jumping jacks for 2 cents; wonderful 
clay dolls for 4 to 10 cents; pottery such as the Aztecs 

and Toltecs made, with the identical patterns for from 
20 to 70 cents; baskets of all the colors of the rainbow 
for 50 cents to a peso; clay figures of men and animals 
and birds which are works of art, for 10 cents, and 
last and most important of all, the pinyatas, without 
which no Mexican Christmas is complete. These cost 
from 50 cents up to all that the dealer can worm out of 
you, sometimes as high as $7 or $8. These figures, it 
should be remembered, are in Mexican silver, which, 
cut in two, gives the price in the currency of the United 
States. 

The pinyata is a national institution. It is a round- 
bottomed clay jar, with a small opening in the top, to 
which a cover is provided. The whole is then encasea 
in a fanciful paper covering, colored all the hues of the 
rainbow and cleverly made to conceal the jar inside 
and, at the same time, to represent some beautiful ob- 
ject with which the Mexican is familiar. Some take 
the form of huge pineapples; others of great roses and 
poppies and chrysanthemums or other flowers; still 
others are made in the form of elves, fairies and 
gnomes, with which Mexican folklore is filled, while of 
late the white-bearded, fat-bellied Sania Claus of the 
northern races has come in to be imitated by the pin- 
yata makers. 

Following the pinyata to the home of the purchaser, 
one sees it filled with nuts and eandies and fruits, and 
suspended from the ceiling of a room or ‘rom an over- 
hanging baleony in the open patio.

Prince Henry, the Kaiser's brother, re- 
sides as grand-admiral and inspector-general of the 
fleet at Kiel, where one of his sons, Prince Waldemar. 
is studying law, probably with a view to entering 
State service, while the other, Prince Sigismund, is 
devoting himself to the study of science.

1874-he opened a shop in Paddington street. Notting 
Hill, in order, as he announced, “to supply the poor 
with pure tea in packets as small as they choose to 
buy, without making a profit on the subdivision, large 
orders being, of course, equally acceptable from any- 
body who cares to promote honest dealing.” The shop 
did not attract. Ruskin complained in Fors Clavigera 
that “the poor only like to bvy their tea where it is 
brilliantly lighted and eloquently ticketed, and as I reso- 
lutely refuse to compete with my neighboring trades- 
men either in gas or rhetoric, the patient subdivision 
of my parcels passes little recognized as an advantage 
by my uncalculating public.” The shop soon closed 
down and the grocery trade lost the most distinguished 
representative it is ever likely to possess.

to know what be the flowers and plants that do best 
perfume the air.” Every garden should hold a few 
subjects having a grateful fragrance, both in flowers 
and plants. After one has plucked a flower of delicate 
perfume and satiated his olfactory sense therewith, his

It is then be 
plucks a leaf of bay, mint, rosemary, or lemon verbena, 
or one of the almost innumerable plants of pleasing 
fragrance. 

Garden values of odoriferous plants are confined to 
those which yield perfume from flower or foliage, 
ut commercially many are sought for extracts 
to be obtained from wood, roots, or fruits, and 
it is not infrequently that every part of a plant 
has a commercial value in the manutacture of per- 
fumes. But the garden owner cares little for cedar, sas- 
safras, or sandalwood for what fragrance lies locked up 
in their tissue, nor does he value the roots of iris (orris) 
wild ginger, ete., or even the leaves of the winter- 
green or thyme, Dearer to every garden lover are 
rose geranium, peppermint, spearmint, rosemary, lav- 
ender, lemon verbena, sweet bay, or the lemon-scented 
eucalyptus.

jemon, shaddock, aren ete,, are among the most valu- 
Able for the manufacture of perfumes. Unfortunately 
orange-blossom perfume cannot be taken as such from 
the orange flowers, for the odor undergoes a decided 
¢hange during the process. But the fruits are especially 
valuable, particularly as bases for perfumes, the rinds 
being the parts most desired, and all members of this 
‘family may be used. In nearly every garden in South- 
érn California may be found flowers in abundance that 
are chiefly grown in commercial gardens connected with 
erfumery factories. Ten of the most common are to 
be found locally, though the magnolia is not known ‘to 
be used, though often recommended. Acacia, helio- 
trope, jasmine, jessamine, jonquil, lavender, mignon- 
ette, rose, and the violet are all plants that when in 
bloom shed a delicate perfume throughout the garden. 
One of the strongest of all, and one that grows to per- 
fection here, is the Japanese honeysuckle. 


Bamboos for the Garden. 


HOUGH THE-USE of bamboos for the garden has 
‘increased in the past few years, we still do not have 
enough of them, for they are admirably adapted to plant- 
ing in Southern California. There are a few desirable 
species that are not everywhere hardy with us, but 
ehoungh of them are so that we may plant bamboos al- 
lost everywhere without restriction. 
‘Some species are so hardy that they are found up to 
1,000 feet in the Himalayas and 157000 feet in the 
Ahdes, and throughout the world they have a wide geo- 
gtaphical range. Some grow to 100 feet in height and 
others to twelve inches in diameter. We grow bamboos 
of but three genera (though there are others:) Arun- 
dinaria, Bambusa, and Phyliostachys. Between the 
two first there are no horticultural distinctions; in both 
the sheathes that clasp the stem at the joints are quite 
persistent and the stems are round. In Phyllostachys 
the sheathes early fall away and the stems are flattened 
on one side, except.on a few lower joints. In many 
lands bamboos are grown for timber purposes and the 
illustration on this page is of a fine plantation, on good 
soil, of one known as Phyllostachys quilioi, a good sort 


for timber and sparingly planted in Southern Calter 
nia.

The Brosd-leaved Poplar Gum. 


N INTERESTING NOTE on this gum (Eucalyptus 

platyphylla) is found in an account of forest explora- 
tion in Queensland. The author states it was often met 
with, but always on the poorest soil, a fact of interest, 
one that‘augurs well for the tree for street planting, for 
which purpose the writer introduced it. The author 
Says that leaves on mature trees “somewhat resemble 
large péplar leaves and are sometimes ten inches in di- 
ameter.’ On good soil, with good care, the ieaves shoale 
grow much larger. |

the showiest conifers we grow, but should be 
bought in small size, in pots, for it is very difficult to 
transplant. In its native habitat it grows on sandy 
ridges so that water does seem to be a necessity. Tbe 
wood is|fragrant and varies in color from light to 4 
dark brown, with beautiful markings. It is much in de- 
mand in\jits own country for building and cabinet work, 
and is said to resist the attacks of the highly destruc: 
tive white ant so common there.

UNIQUE TOWN OF IRONSPORT. 


The most remarkable town in America, in some re- 
Spects at least, is to be found among the hills of South- 
ern Ohio. .It is Ironsport, with 700 inhabitants, ten 
miles east Zanesville.

‘A FENCE THAT BLOOMS. 


[Country Life in America:] Throughout the older 
parts of Mexico, Texas and New Mexico many of the 
fences around the corrals and often the gardens, are 
made of “‘o¢atilla.” This is a cactvs-like plant grow- 
ing in a stalk form and often reaching a height of 
twenty or twenty-five feet. It is completely covered 
with long, stout thorns. 

The stalk jis tough, hard to cut, almost uheanainin to 
break, and growing to the height it does it makes an 
effective pratection. It is planted usually in three or 
four alternate rows and is held together by buckskin 
strings or with strong wire. It needs but little water. 

I believe this ocatilla fence would be found very 
satisfactory |to use on country estates, and even the 
owner of a modest plot of ground would find it a good 
thing. It prevents stock from breaking in, effectively

Should the time ever arrive when 
Los Angeles will properly supervise all street-tree work 
we may find that escaping gas is a serious deterrent to 
beautifying the city. Some eastern cities have suffered 
seriously from defective corporation plumbing.

FIELD NOTES. 


Science Pius Practice. 
HE SCIENTIFIC STUDY of peewwaa conditions 
i | and methods governing the preparation, transpor- 
tation and sale of farm crops has become a fixed 
policy. on the part of the Department of Agriculture. In 
this study most capable men are engaged in the investi- 
gation of all influences that now lessen, or that may 
be made to advance the intrinsic value of agricultural 
products at the time they are offered for sale. A most 
remarkable example of the worth of this comparatively 
new policy is found in the work of G. Harold Powell as 
conducted for several years in the tfansportation of cit- 
rus fruits. Other examples might be given of the value 
of applied common-sense and mastery of detail affecting 
the condition of farm crops up to the point of consump- 
tion. 

It_is difficult to classify this new cult, yet it is not 
wise to avoid discussion of its character and field, for 
it is through loose understanding of such features of 

agricultural economics that much money may be mis- 
used and some duplication of work occur in attempting 
the solution of our present problems. No one can draw 
the line between common-sense applied and detail work 
carried out on the one hand and technical training used 
to solve our questions on the other hand. These two 
classes. of activities are equally necessary. Each no 
doubt has a clear and distinct function, and if terms 
were not confusing we might get closer to proper de- 
marcation and better results. 

With the average fruit grower there is an increasing 
confidence ‘in the value of pure science in so far as it 
lays the foundation for practical results, and California 
is gradually drawing to her horticultural .nterests, both 

_in her university work and in that of the Federal serv- 
ice, a corps of trained investigators which is becoming 
indispensable, and which justifies the confidence of the 
fruit grower. This loyalty to the elements that really 
amount to‘helpfulness is most encouraging, and it will 
finally define what it means by science and eliminate 
the bogus or useless brand. 

While this process of winnowing is going on the 
State will continue to be pestered with that kind of 
scientific investigation which gets nowhere but in prini, 
whose fetish is technique and whose use is only by way 

of contrast with the work of those whose activities are 
fundamental, impersonal and set to practical ends. [f 
our horticultural libraries could be divested of all their 
half-baked theories, lame explanations and erroneous 
conclusions how like Eliot’s five-foot row of ‘books 
would each appear! And yet in horticultural investiga- 
tion, practical progress and general enlightenment Cali- 
fornia’s scientists have led in most of the fields of origi- 
nal research and the resulis are set forth in our litera- 
ture with imperishable clearness and value. 

With all this I believe that the gift of doing practical 

- things, like Powell's, the use of good judgment and 
common-sense, the endowment which can separate that 
which is chimerical or useless from that which is help- 
ful, the establishment of a horticultural corps d’esprit 
throughout the State that shall define and regulate all 
activities—I believe these will finally array themselves 
in favor of policies that shall have a master hand in 
building up the fruit business of the State upon a basis 
worthy our greatest soil industry. 


An Obtuse Capitalist. 


RECENTLY had lunch with two successful “captains 
of industry.” One is an extensive peach grower and 
vineyardist, the other the manager of a large depart- 
ment store. .The former agreed with me upon the farm- 
ing topics discussed, the other not at all. In the begin- 
ning they fell to discussing a large and legitimate land 
scheme in which they were both interested. They were 
reclaiming a large body of land useless at present on 
account of overflowing, but rich and valuable. I sug: 
gested to the merchant whom 1 xnew very well that the 
levee scheme was a much better place in which to invest 
his surplus cash—better tor the public—than was the 
large orchard he was Vainly trying to bring to a profit- 
able state. 
every merchant, manufacturer and banker to engage -.n 
‘fruit growing in competition with the farmers who de- 
voted their entire capital and labor to horticulture. He 
said the matter would regulate itself, and he may be 
right. But the question is a vital one and worthy the 
attention of our economists. 


This merchant told me that he had planted a large} 


orchard and vineyard about fifteen years ago, consisi- 
ing in vines alone of over 100 acres. After years of ex- 
pense and losses he had sold the farm to a real farmer 
who has since made a large fortune from the vineyard. 
trom this he argued that capital would let go when fail- 
ure .came, and that this principle could be depended 
upon to protect the fruit industry from this form of uni- 
fair competition. In this he may be right. But let us 
see the logic of it. 

As soon as the viney ard failed he invested in a citrus 
orchard. His first experience did not prevent another 
trial of the same idea—farming by proxy. His citrus 
venture, he said, was very unprofitable, and yet in a dis- 
trict where the real grower was making money. He 
said: “I cannot succeed in farming by proxy,-and will 
as soon as possible sell out and quit.” But on his re- 
claimed land he will surely go chasing the phantom 
again. In fact, he talked dairying and alfalfa until the 
lunch was over. The logic of the whole matter is that 


I asked him what the end would be were 


luring all these years he has been producing an in- 
ferior tonnage of grapes and oranges sent out in com- 
petition with the finer products of his neighbors. This 
hot only congested the markets physically, but it 
brought down the prices of the better fruit to some ex- 
tent. ‘Moreover, all this time the merchant was so ab- 
sorbed in his principal occupation that he did not one 
thing to help in the distribution and sale of grapes and 
oranges. This seems to be the vital point in the ques- 
tion, for no one in a business such as fruit growing can 
be of value to the industry unless he do his whole duty, 
which certainly includes the selling of the fruit. More 
than that, his failure to do his part makes him to that 
extent a dead weight upon the business. When we con- 
sider that this is not an isolated case; that thousands 
of business men are doing likewise and not becoming an 
integral, working, helpful part in the economics of com- 
mercial fruit growing the question assumes great impor- 
tance.

4 HERE is a general revolt against the high price of 
foodstuffs throughout the nation. At least two 
municipalities have engaged officially in the war against 
the prices charged for food by the retail merchants, and 
in these cases the authorities have succeeded in break- 
ing prices to the consumer to the extent of 40 per cent. 
upon at least one line of produce. In one instance the 
employees of the New York, New Haven and Hartford 
Railroad have formed a co-operative association with a 
capital of $50,000, to open stores to be owned! by the 
niembers and at which goods are to be sold at.-cost. 
Naturally this movement on the part of municipalities 
ahd of individuals is being resisted by the mefchants, 
who do not propose to let their trade be taken away 
from them. They will band together to cut out the com 
njiission men and wholesaler and buy more directly from 
the producer. If the merchants resist the change in a 
sensible, effective way they will have to do so in accord 
with fundamental, commercial principles—in this case 
by joining with the consumer in the elimination of all 
elements that do not have an essential part in the dis- 
tribution of the products. It will be futile now for them 
t®@ rail against fate and jmerely fight the innovations. 
The merchants must find some means of cheapening 
their rents; they must cut down expenses, curtail their 
style and get down to ‘cheap, clean and efficient meth- 
ods. They need not look for the movement for cheaper 
foods to lapse, even though they may question the effi- 
cacy of throwing open the city parks for market places 
where the retailer and producer may get closer together. 
In so far as the municipal plan of Des Moines and In- 
dianapolis, and the co-operative plan of the railroad em- 
ployees are founded upon economy and convenience and 
in sensible measures to cut out unearning factors in dis- 
tribution, that far the? movement will be permanent. 
Fpr the consumers of the. country are thoroughly arous- 
ing to the need of eliminating all elements that serve 
purpose in distribution. |

The Care of a Lawn. 


IPPIA REPENS, introduced a number of years ago 

by Dr. Franceschi, has proved to be valuable! as a 
xround cover in full sunlight, where comparatively 
little water may be had for irrigating during our, rain- 
less seasons. Watered once-sa month in the coastal 
regions of the State, it produces a great abundance 
of pretty lilac colored flowers, which become unsightly 
if not clipped with the lawn mower when they begin 
to-decline. It is a mistake to suppose that this plant 
will endure our dry season without water, and _ look 
well; on the other hand, if grown in the warm interior 
valleys, and watered freely, it becomes a_ luxurious 
mass of top unless mowed frequently, 

This plant in common with all others must be fed 
with a good grade of fertilizer semi-annually to keep 
it at its best. | 

Terraced lawns are the most expensive features of 
landscape gardening in California. To apply water 
copiovsly it soon finds its level, leaving the § steep 
banks too dry to produce a luxurious growth of grass. 

If the water is left run a sufficieut length of time 
to soak a large area of terrace the monthly expense 
account for water. is so great that proprietor 
raises serious objections to it, if not actually forbid- 
ding the gardener using so much: If run slowly, that 
no water be wasted, the expense bill for the labor or 
time of applying it is questioned by the owner, if he 
hires it done. 

The necessity of liberally fertilizing a lawn, no 
matter what plant is used for the purpose, does not 
appear to very many people who have one. The street 
trees send their rootlets to this feeding place. If 
trees of any kind are grown in the lawn they indulge 
in the luxury of food and water intended for the grass, 
clover or Lippia, and being the stronger of the sub- 
jects in the contest, they rob the weaker to. their 
detriment. 

The weeding process ts a tedious, back-breaking 
job to the one who does it, an expensive work to the 
The pestiferous “chick weed” is 
best removed with a sharp steel rake.  vigoroualy 
used by a husky gardener, the plot swept afterward 
with a stiff stable broom. The labor and expense in- 
cident to keeping a lawn in first-class condition in a 
country having a warm dry climate such as exists in 
this great Southwest, is great. and the dryer the at- 
mosphere, the more laborious and expensive the task.

City Sewerage Farms.. 
OME California cities. are trying to turn their 
waste waters into salable crops. Perhaps the most 
prominent undertaking is at Pasadena, where some 


systematic experimentation is being done under the 
supervision of the University Experiment Station. 
As there has been some objection to the aroma of 
pigs on the sewage-irrigated alfalfa, the city is just 
entering upon an experiment of growing mules _in- 
stead. | 
An interesting speculation in using sewage water 
is recorded by Consv! F. W. Mahin of Amsterdam, 
Holland, who writes: “Solution of the problem, how 
to dispose of sewerage, has been attempted at several 
places in this district by distributing it over fields 
and gardens as a fertilizer, instead of running it into 


(canals and other waterways, which is the practice to 


some extent. What area of land should be allowed 
for the sewerage of a city is a question answered by 
the statement that this can be regulated by the _ per- 
centage of fertilizing properties contained in the 
sewage, the amount of fertilizer needed for the par- 
ticular crops to be grown, and the natural richness of 
the soil. If the sewage lacks any desired fertilizer, 
it can be added. Experts who have scientifically an- 
alyzed the sewage of Amsterdam, with a population 
of 578,000, believe that it would fertilize about 5006 
acres of land devoted to crops of the most soil-im- 
poverishing character. The area, however, would:vary 
somewhat with the kind of sojl to be fertilized.--[{U. 
S. Consular Report.

Nine times out of ten they fail because of unfavorable 
climatic conditions, or if the gardener succeeds in 
inducing the plant to throw out a few beautiful fronds, 
he also provides a delicidvs morse) for the big fat slugs 
who find a congenial abiding place in such locations.

To the gardener who ab 
ors work, the fellow who was born tired and has not 
et became rested, this fern is a bad one to hav 
about a garden. It has a disposition to grow out of 
bounds, to invade a lawn, to smother out its less vig- 
drous comrades, hence the necessity of digging it 
ut, the same ‘as any other weed, which is but another 
eve for a plant of place. For effective, luxuriant, 
sub-tropical gardening, no fern, either native or exotic. 
is equal to Pteris aquilina.-—[ Pacific Garden.

tion; especially is this the case towards the end of the 
breeding season. No practical farmer would ever think 
of keeping his cattle or horse in an abnormal] state of 
gross fatness, but this is exactly what happens with 
many poultry keepers. Unless the laying hens, as well 
as the cock, are in a working condition, grave danger 
will be run of infertile eggs. 
in this state by an abundance of exercise, making the 
birds forage for their food by scattering it among 
the litter in the scratching shed, and by feeding upon 
foods containing elements that will ass‘st in retaining 
their natural vigor and stamina, instead of feeding to 
repletion upon fat-forming matter. Such food is ex- 
ceedingly liable to reduce the energy of the hens, and 
cause a great deal of sterility.”

perhaps, twice a year at The Hague, should also be ap- 
portioned in proportion to population. Such a plan 
would insure the world’s peace. 

This suggestion may appear fanciful. Yet many fan- 
ciful ideas have developed into conditions that we now 
regard as a matter of course. 

At least, if you claim that this is impossible—that we 
cannot avoid slaying our fellow-creatures and destroying 
property—then at least you are compelled to admit that 
civilization is to that extent a failure, for all our mod- 
ern improvements—our railroads, and telegraphs, and 
telephones, and automobiles, and moving-picture shows 
—cannot compensate for the terrible loss and misery 
caused by one small war. !

Many men 
with big muscles suffer severely from rheumatism. 

Ovet-exercising is a natural consequence of over-eat- 
ing. When people over-eat—as 99 out of 100 do—they 
must Work off the effects in some way. 
dent of The Times not long ago observed, when the Ro- 
mans Over-ate they took an emetic. When the English- 
man over-eats he takes a “constitutional.”

A P, DAVIS, M.D., N.D., Oph.,D., D.D.C., D.O., is a 
fi. veteran physician, who has long and conscientiously 
studied, various medical theories, including the botanic. 
the eclectic, the allopathic, the homeopathic, and all of 
the meftal and physical sciences, including osteopathy, 
chiropractic, ophthalmology, suggestion, and many other 
side specialties. As a result of these studies he arrived 
at the conclusion that disease can be traced to three 
conditiéns: first, invasion; second, retention, and third, 
enervation. 

Dr. Davis practiced in Los Angeles for some time 
about six years ago. ‘Since then he has been located in 
several cities, but like so many others, has returned to

A book by Dr. Davis entitled “Neurology” was favor- 
ably reviewed in the Care of the Body about six years 
ago.

Neuropathy is described by the author as embracing 
the entire nervous system-—-its freedom from pressure, 
waste, and irritation. He claims to be the discoverer 
of this dystem. In addition he discusses chiropractic, 
osteopathy, ophthalmology and diet. There is also a do- 
mestic department, containing many valuable hints, 


_ especially the advice to mothers. 


On the subject of diet Dr. Davis is eminently sound. 
Here aré a couple of quotations: 

“The greatest physical and mental feats are per- 
formed by those who never eat meats nor use stimu- 
lants. Afe not these facts worth consideration? 
Whole-wheat bread should always be-the bread eaten. 
Fermentation. destroys the nutritive properties of all 
kinds of food. Obedience to the laws of aygiene should 
be observed by those who’ desire health and comfort 
as well as long, useful, active life. The proper mastica- 


_tion of foods deserves our special observance; for with- 


out thorough mixing of the saliva with the food it is not 
absorbed, even after it has passed through the stomach 
and the duodenum, and received the secretions from 
stomach and liver and pancreas.. Nature’s laws are im- 
portant a8 well as imperative, and the pénalty follows 
the violation of them sooner or later. The millions of 
dollars expended every years for ‘dyspepsia tablets’ 
speak in thunder tones the truth of the effects on the 
stomach alone, to say nothing of the billions expended 
for medicines for effects on the general system, dnd 
still the case remains, and will remain, until the masse, 
are taught how to eat, what to eat, and a rational, natu- 
ral method of living is adopted and practiced. ee 
“When One is sick, the system has cone on a ‘strike’ 
(forcibly perhaps,) but it needs no food until nature is 
prepared for it. Remember that the digestive tract sus-

Religion and Morals.

“Strange, is it not, that of the multitudes who 
Before us pass'd the door of Darkness through, 
Not one returns to tell us of the Road, 
Which to discover we must travel, too. a 
“The Historical Bases of Religions—Primitive, Baby- 
lonian and Jewish,” is the title of a book of 319 pages, 
by Hiram Chellis Brown. (Truth Seeker Company, 62 
Vessey street, New York. Price $1.25.) This book is 
written in a calm, dispassionate manner, and throws 
much light upon the early origin of religious beliefs. 
The book is divided into three parts, “Primitive Reli- 
gion,” “Babylonian Religion,” and “Jewish Religion.” 
The author says: | 
“Those who wrote history in ancient times were, al- 
most without exception, impelled to do so, not from a 
désire to record an unbiased statement of happenings 
as they really occurred, but to present such a view of 
the things they were cognizant of, and especially what 
tradition had handed down, as to give weight and cur- 
rency to institutions and dogmas with which they were 
in the fullest sympathy.” 
Referring to the religious belief of 
lonians Mr. Brown says: 
“It is an open question whether or not the most en- 
lightened nations of the present day can show better 
social conditions, laws more comprehensive and equit- 


the early Baby- 


able, morality developed upon a higher plane, and re- 


ligion less bedraggled with the mire of mystery and 
miracle than this earliest known civilization of the 
world.” 

This is quite at variance with ordinarily accepted 
ideas in regard to the Babylonians. Here are extracts 
from the book: | 

“The moral sense of the people depends very largely 
upon their intellectual status. The more intelligent the 
more moral is a truism that can hardly be disputed; and 
another, equally true but probably not so readily ad- 
mitted, is, the more intelligent the less religious. 

“Blood and obscenity, cruelty, and deception, figure 
largely in the cults of most of the religions of the earth, 
while unquestioning obedience and blind faith are ac- 
counted as the highest forms of virtue. The- duties 
man owes to his fellow-men and to himself are of so 
little importance that their performance possesses no 
merit whatever—they are absolutely valueless as an as- 
set in determining spiritual solvency in the great here- 
aiter. Strict observance of what religion lays down as 


“duty toward God is the vital condition of safety from 


divine displeasure and consequent punishment. 

“The tremendous power of suggestion accounts largely 
for the success that in Christian countries has attended 
the efforts of revivalists and the promoters of number- 

“Science and religion note no common terial upon 
which they can meet. Science deals with facts, and 
her inferences are drawn only from such as can be, veri- 
fied. She insists that there is a broad line drawn be- 
tween knowledge and belief; that knowledge depends 
for its existence upon verified truth, while belief can 
never reach beyond probability. Wedonot believe what 
we know—we simply know it. Knowledge comes by 
exercise of faculties in normal condition—from con- 
scious cerebration. Religion, on the other hand, insists 
tuat belief (faith) is superior to knowledge, that truth 
is revealed from above, and that we know it intuitively.” 

The appendix is devoted to a reproduction of the code 
of Hammurabi, King of Babylon, who reigned from 
B.C. 2285 to B.C. 2242. Following is an extract: 

“Laws relating to doctors, in which want of skill or 
attention that causes death or permanent injury to a 
patient, if he be a gentleman, entails the loss of the 
doctor’s hand—lesser penalties for the lower classes. 
On the other hand, the doctor’s fees were proportioned 
to the ability of the patient to pay.” 


The reading of this book--and of others like it— | 


forces upon the editor of the Care of the Body this sug- 
gestion: It is well that strong-minded, normal people 
should learn the truth, bowever it may hurt.

Care of the Digestion. ; 


éé YGIENE OF THE DIGESTIVE APPARATUS,” by 

Charles G. Stockton, M.D., of Buffalo, professor 
of medicine of the medical department of the University 
of Buffalo, is one of the articles in “Personal Hygiene,” 
a book mentioned here on October 29. W. B. Saunders 
Company, publishers, Philadelphia.) 

Referring to the teeth; the author inakes the. state- 
ment that “the character of the diet has not been 
shown to have any influence whatever" on the teeth. 
This is absolutely and unequivocally wrong. On the 
contrary, the character of the food during the growing 
period is of the highest importance in connection with 
the health and durability of the teeth. For instance, 
calcium, or lime, is one of the most important minerals 
in the body. .An absence of lime in the food counts 
largely for decay of the teeth. - Silicon is another min- 
eral of great importance to the téeth. With fluorine 
it forms the enamel. There is not a trace of silicon in 
white flour. Unpolished rice contains four times as 
much silicon as polished ricé. Both calcium and sili- 
con are specially abundant in strawberries, spinach and 
lettuce. In cooking most of the mineral contents of 
food are changed into the inorganic form, in which 
form they cannot be assimilated. 


The author correctly states that appetite is a more] 


reliable guide than speculation, or the selection of 
foods by chemical experiments. He should have added 
that appetite and hunger are quite different. 

The author refers to the important subject of the 
effects of the mind on nutrition. Also, the effect of eye 
strain on nutrition. 
lead to digestive disturbances, on ‘the other hand, it is 
more often true that é¢ye strain is the result of such dis- 
turbances, due to wrong eating. . 

The author correctly advises that the principal meal! 


‘should be taken after the labors of the day are ended. 


He advises that fats and oils should be included in ev- 
ery rational dietary, even in warm climates. This is 
all wrong, so far as animal fat is céncerned. Fat is 
largely composed of stored-up effete matter, and is the 
most unwholesome part of the animal next to the kid- 
neys, which contain the urine. Animal fat should never 
be eaten under any circumstances whatever. There is 
no excuse for eating it when we have a choice of pure 
vegetable oils of many kinds,. and of nuts and ripe 
olives. Also of the—less desirable—semi-animal fat 
in butter. 

The diet recommended by the author is of the “regu- 
lar” mixed and unwholesome kind. Here is sample: 

“The luncheon may consist of broth, or light soup, 
bread and butter, a few oysters, sweetbread, dr stewed 
lobster, and perhaps a little farinaceous pudding like 
corn starch, thoroughly prepared, rice or|tapioca.” 

Ye gods! What a menu to set before.a dyspeptic, or 


even a semi-dyspeptic, or any one who has some respect 


for his digestive organs. 

Sweetbread contains more uric acid—-the cause of 
rheumatism—than any other one _ food substance. 
Stewed lobster is about as indigestible a food as you 
can put into the human stomach.

too rich, to be followed by fish, then a joint of roast, 
with ohne or two vegetables, a small salad, bread, and 
some simple dessert constitute a typical dinner.” : 
Yes, a typical dinner for the production of auto- 
intoxication and rheumatism. 
In regard to the quantity of food, ‘the author correctly 
says: “As a rule, more food is taken than necessary.’ 
And then he goes on to recommend—what do you think? 
He quotes a table by Parke as showing the amount of 
‘ food required by a healthy adult in twenty-four hours 
for thése “in laborious occupation” and “at rest.” For, 
the former he recommends from 26.7 to 31 ounces 
(water-free, of course,) and for those at rest, 16 ounces, 
including in the former, six to seven ounces of nitroge- 
nous matter, and in the latter, two and one-half ounces 
of such matter. 

This is just about twice as much as is needed. These 
old tables ef Parke’s and Voit, and Moleschott, and oth- 
ers, are still quoted with dismal regularity in articles 
7on fodd by medical men, although recent researches by 
Prof. Chittenden of Yale and others have proved con- 
clusively that such estimates of food needed are ab- 
surdly exaggerated, especially in regard to the amount 

protein necessary. Indeed, Voit himself, before he 
died, reduced his estimate from five ounces of aretein 
needed daily to one and one-fourth ounce. 

One chief reason why people over-eat is that, as above 
stated, in cooking the organic salts are largely destroyed 
or changed into the inorganic form,-so that people in- 
stinctively have to eat more than necessary to get a suf- 
ficien¢y of these important mineral elements. 

In tegard to bread the author correctly states that 
“really well-baked, sweet, crisp ‘nutty’ bread is regu- 
larly found only in exceptional households, Indeed, 
many people do not seem to kriow what good bread 
means.” 

Re garding fruits, Dr. Stockton. says: “It_is rarely 
necessary to urge Americans to eat fruit. They too 
often err in taking too much.” 

This fs absolutely incorrect. On the contrary, matin: 
tics show that of the total amount of money spent for 
food in the United States, only 5 per cent. is expended 
for ‘fruit. It is probably not more than 10 per cent. in 
California. Fruit and nuts are the natural food of man, 
and should be made an important part of the dietary. 
The reason why some people say fruit doesn’t agree 
with them is because they eat it after a meal, instead 
of making a meal of it. 

Of sugar the author says: “Sugar contains much 
stored-up energy, and is a useful article of diet.” 

Cofheentrated, refined, cane sugar is .unwholesome, 
and is the cause of many gastric disturbances from 
which Americans suffer. 

Of salt the author says: “A ailchedt amount is not 
derived from unseasoned foods, and therefore the use 
of salt as a condiment is universal. . If one is 
deprived of salt there is not only a disturbance in the 
cellular nutrition, but also a depreciation in the gastric 
juice,” 

Chjoride of sodium, or table salt, is an inorganic oie 
eral, and therefore, cannot be utilized by the body. One 
might just as well take iron filings to get iron. Hun- 
dreds of readers of the Care of the Body, and con-

‘Just at this time many a housekeeper will nave to do’ 
with dressing dead poultry, preparatory for the holiday 
dinners. In view of this, the following suggestions 
from Prof. Graham, who has charge of the poultry ex- 
periment work in West Virginia, is not without value: 

“When drawing a bird do not open or cut the: skin at 
thé crop, but insert the point of a knife in the back, 
even with the wings, run it down the back of the neck 
as far as the head. This exposes the neck bone, which 
should be severed from the back; a white spot or cord 
at the junction of the neck and backbone will be. 
noticed; this marks the place where the separation 
takes place. After removing the neck bone and the 
throat lining and windpipe, the crop can easily be 
taken out, leaving a long piece of neck skin to cover 
the opening. 2 This may be used to hold the dressing, 
and at the same time make a much more presentable 
fowl for the table.” 


Do You Want Winter Eggs? 


Most everybody wants winter eggs, and wants them 
badly; but comparatively few people take the trouble 
to provide conditions that will insure crops of hen 
fruit in January, February and March. These condi- 
tions. are not over difficult of possession, nevertheless 
you cannot buy them as you would a bar of soap or a 
package of saleratus. But what fre the esesentials? 
Let us see. 

First, you must have a flock of well- matured pullets 
that have gone through the moult and are in fine 
physical condition; not fat from a butcher’s point of 
view, but well furnished in all sections. Second, give 
these birds an environment that will pass as sanitary 
under close scrutiny, and houses that shall be dry— 
water and draught proof. Only healthy birds produce 
profitable crops of eggs: Third, wholesome feeding, 
the ration to be so balanced as to maintain robust 
health and at the same time make egg-laying a pleasure 
for the hens. And do not forget the pure water, the 
grit, the animal foods, ete. Feed regularly only what 
they will eat up in twenty-five minutes of the mash 
foods; give grain in litter, so that the birds will work 
honestly. An idle hen is invariably a vicious one, and 
soon becomes a degenerate. Fourth, observe cleanli- 
ness. Clean out the droppings daily, if the flock is 
reasonably large; if small, two or three times a week. 

These are some of the essentials that stand for 
winter eggs; if they fail to afford satisfying results, 
then your strain of poultry is not Pia in the egg-lay- 
ing business.
